The Chicago Steck Yards Strike~Not a 
- ‘Meliday—A Quiet Victory. 


Cn1cago, Tll., Aug, 27.—The fears enter 
tained yesterday that the strike of the stock 
yards switchmen would become general ap- 
pear to have been well grounded. A Garload 
of beef was switched from the Lake Shore 
road to the Fort Wayne road about 11 o'clock 
last night. A switch engine and crew went to 
receive it aid the foremen ordered thé men to 
couple on to the beefoar. This they refused 
to do, and they and the other switchmen in 
the Fort Wayne yards struck at midnight. The 
Fort Wayne switchmen hoid that the men of 
the same craft belonging to Lake Shore road 


are non-union men, otherwise the cars of beet 
would not bavé been turned over by them to 
the Fort Wayne yards, therefore they declined 
to handle‘the beef oars. : 

In an interview last night General Organizer 
Hall of the Switehmen’s Union said: ‘-The 
strike of the switchmen at the stock yout is 
of far more importance to the country than 
that on the New York Central. It may bde- 
some ageneraltieup. While our men will 
take carstothe yarde, I doubt seriously if 
they will take cars out of the yards or even re- 
ceive them after they are brought out. There 
ig an unwritten law in all brotherhoods and 
unions that members shail not take the places 
of strikers, and for that reason I fear a blook- 
ade of mammoth proportions to transporta- 
tion of every kind.’’ 

The blockade at the stock yards, qaused 
first by the strike of the engineers and fire- 
men of the switching assuciationg, and subse- 
quently by the strike of the switchmen, was 
almost raised this morning. About a dozen 
engines, named by officials of the different 
roads, aré shifting the dead traiméso that ice 
cars can be reached. Thére Was not as 
many policemen aboutthbe yards as on yes- 
terday and the forty or fifty strikers 
who congregated in the nelghborhood of the 
yardmaster’s office made no demoistration. 
It is now bélieved the strike will be ovér and 
the menat work to-morrow mofning. The 
packers, it ie said, will not allow the dissolu- 
tion of the Switching Association, and as the 
strikers Lave signified a willingness to return 
to work at their old wages it is believed that 
some sort of a compromise will be arrived at 
this afternoon. 

The situation in the strike of the Chicago & 
Alton seswitchmen remains practically un- 
changed. The company has been advertising 
for switchmen, an@ has secured quite a force 
of men, which it will try to put to work tis 
afternoon. Géneral Manager Chappeli went 
out into the yards himself this morning and 
threw switches and coupled and uncoupled 
trains with all the dexterity of an old-timer to 
show his determination to win the fight at all 
hazards. 

A mass- meeting of allthe switchmen in the 
city has been called for to-nigtt. Non- 
union men as well as tnion men 
are requested to attend. Vice Grand Master 
Downey of the Switchmen’s Mutual Aid Asso- 
ciation, said to-day of the proposed meet- 
ing: ‘‘We intend to get the boys 
together to find ont if they cannot 
be induced to stop their fodlishness.’’

A 8ST. CLAIR COUNTY ( ILL-) FARMER JUMPS 
FROM A TRAIN. 


Stephen Beck’s Insane Act Near Philade)- 
phia—BHe Throws Himself From a Mov- 
ing Car, and His Daughter Leaps After 
Him—Both Probably Fatally Injured— 
East Side Real Estate—Belleville News. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 27.—Among the 
passengers On an early express train from this 
city for New York this morning was a well- 
dressed old man, who was accompanied bya 
little girl. Nothing unusual in the actions of 
the old gentleman or the little girl attracted 
the attention of the other passengers until 
just before the train reached Holmesburg 
Janction, a way station about ten miles 
from this city. At this point the 
old gentleman said something to his young 
companion, and arising from his seat went 
forward and, opening the door, stepped out 
on the platform, and although the train was 
running at a high rate of speed he jumped off. 
The little girlwbho had been watching him 
saw him jump, and before the 
passengers realized what she in- 
tended to do she had run te _ the 
front of the carand sprang after him. The 
train was stopped and backed to the spot 
where the two had jumped off. The old man 
was found lying beside the track dead and the 
little girl was stretched insensible a short dis- 
tance from his body. The body of the man 
and the insensible form of the little girl were 
placed upon a train and brought to this 
city and both were taken to a 
hospital. An examination of the injuries 


ofthe child revealed that she was seriously 
hurt and may die. When she reconéred ¢on- 
sciousness she said the old gentieman was her 
father and that his name was Stephen Beck, 
and that hername was Lelan Beok, and that 
they lived in St. Clair County, Ill., and were 
bound for Hamburg, Germany. On the body 
of Mr. Beck was found two checks on a St. 
Louis bank for 12,000 marks and $95 in money. 

The examination by the hospital physicians 
showed that in jumping after her father the 
devoted little daughter had sustained a frac- 
ture of the skull and internal injuries, and al- 
though everything was done to save her life, 
she died shortly after noon.

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AN ANTI-MARRIAGE ROLE 

The Cincinnati School Board has de- 
termined by vote that married women 
shall no longer be employed as teachers 
in the public schools of that city. The 
same question is under consideration in 
St. Louis and some other cities, 

As long as marriage does not interfere 
with the continued and satisfactory dis- 
charge of a teacher’s duties, it is difficult 
to discover in what respect it constitutes 
disability for educational work, The 
objection that. independent married 
women should not earn salaries 
which are needed by dependent 
singlo women applies as well to independ- 
ent single women. It could not, be re- 
garded as a good excuse for substituting a 
poor, inexperienced teacher for a first- 
ciags, tried teacher. It frequently hap- 
pens that the married woman is as much 
or even more in need of the salary than 
the unmarried woman. When domestic 
duties interfere with school work the 
board should act at once as in case of any 
other interference, but to adopt an arbi- 
trary disqualifying rule seems both unjust 
and absurd. 

. Capacity to attend tothe duties required 
of a teacher is the chief point, and when a 
School Board goes beyond this it gets upon 
ground which may develop into a trouble- 
some bog. The elements of private con- 
cerns and dangerous discrimination 
should be kept out of the employment of 
public school teachers. As a matter of 
fact the best teachers the profession has 
known have been married women, some 
of them with families, which in many 
respects made them better fitted for the 
work.

Hew the Name Was Sent Through Council- 
man Sloan—The Situation Now—Why 
Does Not the Laclede Gas Co. Pay?—The 
‘Mayor’s Trip—Cemplaints About Lights. 


Last hightthe name of M, J. Murphy was 
again submitted to the Councilas the Mayor’s 
nomination for Street Commissioner. Last 
Friday it was withdrawn through the agency 
of Councilman Sloan. Last night it wes sub- 
mitted by the same gentieman in the same 
manner as was the withdrawal. He took the 
type written méssage from the Mayor from 
his pockét and handed it to the Secretary. In 
other cases it has been the custom to send 
such communications to the Secretary of the 
Council through the Mayor’s secretary, but 
under the present uncertain condition of af- 
fairs the customs are laid aside. 

The proceedings in the case of this last ap- 
pointment are somewhat peculiar. The name 
was withdrawn to head off a postponement of 
its consideration until next fall; now it is re- 
submitted to force a consideration or some 
action ofa definite nature so that arrange- 
ments can be made from the Executive end 
for filling the office during the vacation. 

Maj. Murpby thinks his chances now are 
better than they ever were and does not think 
that the shuttlecock performance of the last 
few days has injured bis cause in the least. 

One of the councilmen, who has opposed 
every nomination so far, said: ‘‘It is not 
Murphy lam against, but itis the Mayor I 
want to get at.’’

Exempting a Cerporation. 


There is a question which was referred to 
City Counselor Bell for settlement a long time 
ago, which has never been settied and which 
is costing the city considerable money which 


it should not be paying. There is a general 
ordinance, sec. of the Revised Ordinances, 
which provides for the inspection and super- 
vision ofall excavations made in improved 
streets. Ali of tbe plumbers who de- 
sire to dig up ithe street for the 
purpose of making connections or laying 
pipes are compelled to keep on deposit the 
sum of $25, from which the charges of inspéec- 
tion are deducted by the city. The Laclede 
Gas-Light Co. does more of this excavating 
tham any one else in town, and requires wore 
inspection, but does not pay for the inspec- 
tion atall., There is nothing In the ordinances 
proyiding for the exemption of the gas com- 
pany, but nevertheless it is done, and all of 
the insyection of gas company work is done 
free of charge, while every one else doing 
similar work must pay at the rate of 30 cents 
an hour for the time the inspector is there. 
Why the gas company was exempted can- 
not be explained. 


He Denies the Stery. 


The story to the effect that Mayor Noonan 
was to take a three months’ trip tc Hayti just 
previou®to the time for making the spring 
appointments has been emphatically and pos- 


itively denied by the Mayor, who says that he 
igs not going to take the trip and never con- 
templated it, and that the person who started 
thé story had no authority whatever to do so.

If the Light Goes Ont. 


There have been several complaints from 
various parts of the city concerning the 
electric lights. Several instances have been 
given of lights which did not burn and caused 


much discomfort in consequence. Super- 
visor O’ Rellly said: ‘‘The lamps are repaired 
as fast as trouble is reported, and with so 
large a system itis impossibleto keep them 
allin good shape continually, but the best 
possible care is being taken.’’ 

President Burmet of the board said: ‘‘All 
snch cases should be reported to the police. 
Chief Harrigan has made a very handy 
arrangement whereby a lamp outcan be re- 
ported almost immediately. As soon as the 
word reaches the power-house a wagon and 
repair gang is sent ont. I do not think that 
any lights are left unattended for any length 
of time. All cases of lights not burning 
should be turned over to the policeman on 
the beat, who has his instructions about re- 
porting.’’ 


The Broadway Pavement. 


The paving of the street on Broadway bas 
been exciting a good deal of comment be- 
cause of the loose and apparently careless 
manner in which the granite blocks are 


being replaced. There was a _ trench 
dug along the west side of Broadway 
near Pine some time ago for laying water- 
pipes. Later one side of the street was 


duit. Since then the pavement has been put 
back with a number of holes and depressions. 
This is explained by a member ofthe board, 
who eays: ‘* Whenever there is an excavation 
made under the pavement the dirt is put back 
and the pavement laid loosely soas to allow 
the ground to settle. After two or three 
weeks the granite is put down permanently. 
As to the loose way in which the paving is 
put back between the tracks, that is done as 
it is because it wiliall be taken up again to 
allow the building ofthe track going in the 
other direction.

James Harold Sawyer’s Attempt te Murder 
Miss Marie Elliott. 


SuMMIT, Pa., Aug. 27.—James Harold Saw- 
yer, an aristocratic young Englishman, made 
acowardly attempt to take the life of Miss 
Marie Elliott while in conversation with her 
at her father’s handsome residence near this 
place Monday évening. He was her afianced, 
and she had just told him she could not longer 
receive his attentions. He suddenly drew a 
six shooter and fired two shote at her, one of 


which grazed the lady’s cheek and carried 
away a portion of her ear. The story of their 
acquaintance and the causes which led to the 
shooting Is a remarkable one, and was told as 
y Miss Elliott hersel!: 
some years my father hae been in 
feebie health. While makinga tour of Eu- 
rope we met and became acquainted with a 
yous Englishman who gave the name of 
J. Harold Sawyer. He was toail appear- 
ances, amanof means and refinement. He 
became attached to us, and was unusually 
kind and courteous. Much of his time was 
spent with my father. Mr. Sawyer declared 
he had never been in America, Dut was per- 
fecting arrangements to leave Engiand and 
make ita permanent place of residence. Then 
he offered to accompany us home when we had 
resolved to return. We accepted his 
offer. His genial disposition and faithful 
attention to my father created a favorable im- 
ression. The third day of our voyage Mr. 
sawyer approached my fatherand asked his 
consentto our marriage. While I was sur- 
rised, it was not wholly unexpected. My 
ather told him that wasa matterfor me to 
decide. There wasso much tenderness and 
apparent sincerity in his proposal that I con- 
sented to an engagement. On accoust of my 
father’s health a marriage then was out of 
the question. On our arrival in New York, at 
our request, Mr. Sawyer. remained with us for 
two months. He then went to Chicago. 
The most affectionate letters were ex- 
changed between us and our wedding 
was to have taken lace in October. 
My father was now enjoying a period of un- 
usually good health. He began to realize the 
importance of the step I wus about to take. 
His will was executed inmy favor. He then 
thought it proper to see wnat Mr. Sawyer was 
doing in Chicago and unknown to him started 
for that city. e@ learned thatSawyer was a 
professional gambler, a confidence man and 
a frequenter of the worst dens in that city. 
He was also traveling under an assumed 
name. I was shocked, and I immediately 
wrote Cawyer, breaking our ¢ngagement. 
On receipt of this letter he made 
a peremptory demand for a fuller 
explanation and the names of his ac- 
cusers. To this I made no_ reply. 
Last evening my father, in response to the 
bell, opened the door, and was handed 8aw- 
er’s card. He refused him admittance at 
ret. Sawyer said justice to himself de- 
manded afew minutes’ interview with me. 
Ona promise thatit would be brief and the 
last, he was admitted. We met in the parior, 
while my father went into an adjoining room. 
Sawyer demanded to know who his accusers 
were. I told him I had most convincing 
proof of his duplicity. He grew 
violent and deciared that unless [I 
revealed the names of accusers 
wewould both die together. Instantly he 
drew the revolver and fired. My father rushed 
into the room and grappled with him, but 
Sawyer struck him a violent blow on the head 
knocking him dewn. Sawyer then escaped. 
With the blood still oozing from my wounds 
I managed to drag wyself overto my iather 
and tried torestore him. He is prostrated 
and may not survive.’’ 
Miss Elliott is 22 years old and an amiable 
and accomplisbed lady.

The center 
division is uipped with seats facing each 
other from the sides and makes a pleasant 
break in the monotony of @ continuous 
series of seats all facing the same 
way. The peters at either end 
are four feet wide and guarded by a high rail- 
lug. Each car runs on two trucks of four 
wheels each and carries two twenty-horse 
power motors. The interior is lighted with 
electric lights, which are profusely distrib- 
uted, The best and most modern improve- 
ment about the whole car is the system of 
Signals for the conductor and motor- 
man. Instead of the old strap and 
bell arrangement the car is fitted 
with a system of electric push buttons, which 
are within easy reach of every passenger.

NEw YORK, Aug: 27 —A suit by Charlies 8S.

A REMARKABLE CHANGE. 

‘*Within the last few years there has been 

marked change in the character of the horses 

sent by the States I have mentioned, Formerly 

Kentucky had everything its own way, but 

more recently we have had to keep an eye On 

Missouri in regard to many grades; while 

Illinois and Iowa have come up remarkably fn 


.the direction of farm stock. Aoout four years 


ago we Kentuckians sentstock that could take 
few premiums except iu the classes requiring 
blood and speed; for all ordinary driving, 
saddle and farm purposes the Missouri stock 
proved itself far superior. We had run our 
farms entirely too much on the racing models, 
at the gales had bought only horses that 
looked as if they possessed considerable speed, 
and in consequence had raised leggy, swift 
horses that had neither gaits nor enduranée, 
and were utterly unsuited for farm or country 
work. Asa horseman I must confese that 
the Missouri breeders have managed 
their affairs in a most admirable 
manner. They had not much blood to 


start with, but a lot of sturdy, although heavy 
and slow horses. They bought in Kentucky 
with rare judgment, choosing not our racers 
that were not quite fast enough for the track, 
as our men did, but those that showed bone 
and staying power as well as blood. 

MISSOURI SUPERIORITY, 

‘‘Crossing these with common stock, they 
have produced a grade of horses that will be 
hard to beat. Kentucky itself cannot show 
such fine horses in the hands of the farmers 
as Missour! can, and for general saddlers 
they are nearly our equals. What we saw at 
the fair opened our eyes, and has had the 
effect of making a great improvement 
in the Kentucky stock. ink that 
at the coming fair wecan show that we are 
nottoo oldtolearti. Butthe result was not 
accomplished without taking astep that was 
sufticiently humiliating to men from the Blue 
Grasse region. We imported a number of Mis- 
sour! horses to put on our stock farms. The 
result has been most excellent. We have 
shortened the backs, thickened the barreis 
and g'ven heavier fanks to our horses, and 
will be able to show alongside of any 3-year 
olds that can be brought together. ithin a 
year or two we wil) ——- for the oupete otf 
cavalry borses with the Missourians. Atgfirst 
it was very hard for us to belicve that a Ken- 
tucky saddle-horse was not the best that 
could be produced, but we found that the 
officers chosen to select horses for the caval 
almost invariably rejected our stock, an 
drew their supplies trom this State, so that 
to-day the United States Cavairy is mounted 
principally on Missouri horses. 

MISSOURI AND BENTUCKY STOCK. — 

‘‘Our Kentucky stock was pronounced 
superior in speed, but declared to be too deli- 
cate, and far too [lable to disease. The length 
of limb and body that gives stride has been 
inherited by our saddle stock from our racers, 
and materially injured the former, as 
all kinds of troubles arise from weakness in 
the back, from rough usage and irregular 
diet, from which the short coupled Missour!i- 
ans are free. The same build 
farm horses that are only called upon to do 
light work, and in this direction Missouri has 
cut in upon us most seriously, as is evidenced 
by the fact that Missouri horsés are now at 
work on hundreds of Kentucky farms. We 
have changed our system and are raising a 
grade of stock that will be good forall pur- 
poses, but at present we must admit that ex- 
cept in the higher grades Missduri is ahead of 
Kentucky.’’

Arrested for Wire-Tapping. 


NEw YorK, Aug. 27.—A nervous young man 
who was in a great hurry to reach the Pavonia 
ferry at the foot of Chambers street was inter-

The ‘‘tip’’ that the wires would be 
tapped was received by the police yesterday 
morning.

Only 
abont a week ago the wirés to the Saratoga 
track were cut near the race course and a 
thoroughly equipped ‘‘field’’ telegraph office 
was opene in a bara close by. 
The operators who were in the 
scheme becnme frightened for some un- 
known reason and fied, leaving their outfit 
with the connection already established be- 
hindthem. The ticking that eame from be- 
hind the hay and feed stored in the barn 
frightened some stable boys, but it betrayed 
the wire tappere and the instrument was 
found though the operators were not. The 
Baratoga bookmakers have probably forgot- 
ten the oircumstance, but Inspector Byrnes 
kept it in mind and has had men on the look- 
outfor the conspirators who have been so 
busy onthe pool-room wires this summer. He 
became satisfied yesterday that another as- 
sault on the cash boxes of the Saratoga beok- 
makers was to be made, and ac 
cordingly took preventive measures.

Isaac Murphy’s Disgrace. 


New YORK, Aug. 27,—Isaac Murphy, the 
colored jockey, disgraced himeelf in the most 
shameful manner at Monmouth yesterday. He 
was so drunk that he reeled and rojied in the 


saddie in riding Firenzi in the Monmouth 
Handicap, jerked her all about the track in 
his wild jurch and tumbled about on her back, 
ruined all her chances of winning or getting a 
piace, came in tiast with her, and 
when he pulled herup after the race, had so 
completely fost contro! of all his nerves and 
muscies that he rolled 
tothe ground. He was helped into the sad- 
dle and rode Firenzi into the paddock, dis- 
mounted without the privilege of the dis- 
mounting judge and started to stagger to the 
scales to weigh out. He was reminded of bis 
omission to get consent to dismount, was 
hoisted into the saddle once more, received 
the nod of the dismounting judge, got down, 
wavered and wobbied his way tot pla we ter 
ceuld hardly stand on the scales, was weilzhe 
out and then slunk away with the assistance 
of his friends. Col. Simon, presiding judge, 
noticed his condition. He reported the mat- 
ter to Mr. Withers and Murphy was suspended 
for investigation. 

But there can bene doubtof his guilt, for 
Trainer Matt Byrnes told some friends tnat 
Murphy admitted to him before the race that 
he had been drinking a little, but Byrnes bad 
seen him before when he had en cham- 
pagne and yet had ridden an excellent and 
successful race. It appears from the testi- 
mony that Murphy’s degradation was not 
clearly apparent at the time when he weighed 
before the race, but the liquor hedrank took 
effect soon after he climbed in the saddle and 
made him worse than helpless on Firenzi’s 
back. He wasadrag and an obstruction to 
her, so much so that even Salvator, if 
handied in the way in which Murphy 
handled Firenzi, could not have beaten a 
common selling plater. This was a contempt- 
ible and detestable breach of trust on the part 
of this jockey. It is reported that Mr. Higgins 
paid him $10,000 for tne racing season. He has 
received many handsome presents for his vic- 
tories with Salvator, Firenziand other racers, 
The betting against Firenzi for the Monmouth 
handicap upened at6to5. It closed in many 
of the books ateven money. Thousands and 
tens of thousands were invested on her. ith 
a competent jockey in complete cbmma of 
his senses Firenzi might have won the handl- 
cap, to which there was $5,000 added, of which 
$3,500 went to the first borse, $1,000 to the seco- 
ond and $500 to the third. 

The race was won by Tea Tray with Senator 
Hearst’s colt, Rhono, second, Lavinia Helle, 
third, and then came Tristan, Prince Royal, 
Los Angeles and Firenzias named. The time 
forthe distance, one mile and a half, was 
2:34, which is very fast. There was a rumor 
that Murphy had been drugged, but little 
faith is piaced init. Dave Johuson is said to 
have won $60,000 by Tea Tray’s victory.

MRS. JAMES SAYS SHE KNEW NOT WHAT 
SHE WROTE.

The Remarkable Recovery and Story of the 
Yeung Woman Who Tried te End Her 
Life at 1411 Olive Street Yesterday by 
Taking Morphine—She Says She Will 
Make Ne Further Attempt to Kill Her- 
self. 


Lying on a cot in the City Hospital, weak 
and exhausted from her terribie struggle with 
Geath, Mrs. Florence Walters-James, the 
woman who took morphine at 1411 Olive street 
yesterday, this morning told the story of her 
troubles and the causes which led her to 
atfempt her life. Her appearance indicates 
the potent effects of the polson, but 
she is now greatly improved and will 
undoubtedly recover. it is remarkable, 
if her statement in regard to the amount of 
morphine she took is correct, and circum- 
stances goto prove it is, that she was not 
almost immediately killed, as she took suffi- 
cient to kill at least six ordinary people. 
Four orfive grains is usually a fatal dose. 
Mre. James took about thirty grains, was 
without attendance of any sort for fifteen 
hours, and yet was resting easily this 
morning and able to converse freely. 
She probably owes her life to having taken 
an overdose. <A disjointed and incoherent 
letter which Mrs. James wrote just after tak- 
ing the first dose of poison was found on the 
table in her room in which she makes a state- 
ment as to why she attempted suicide, giving 
as the principal reason her desire 
to join a babe in Heaven whom 
she wrote she had murdered by 
giving a dose of laudanum. In her statement 
made this morning she most emphatically 
denies baving killed the child, and in fact was 
in complete ignorance of ever having so 
written until questioned regarding it bya 
PosT- DISPATCH reporter. She says her action 
was brought about only by her wretched state 
of unhappiness and a desire to end the misery 
and trials of-living. 

SHE BECAME DESPONDERT. 
‘*I came to St. Louis on Sunday liast,’’ said 


she, ‘‘onan excursion from Paducah, Ky., 
with about 150 others. I intended staying in 
St. Louis and to get work. Isecured a posi- 
tion as domestic at 2619 Pine 
street that day. On Monday 
afternoon at lo’ciock I went down to the 
Union Depot to see the people who had come 
on the excursion with me . tleave. 
On my way back the thought 
of leaving all my relatives 
and every friend I bad on earth, and of living 
in a great city where [ knew not asou!l made 
me feel utterly broken-hearted. I have never 
seen a moment’s peace or happiness anyhow 
since my father married the second time, two 
years ago. His second wife mistreated the 
children, seven of them and the youngest 
only a month old, so 1 ran off and married 
John James.- He didn’tlove me, but another 
woman, so I left him and went to work 
This allcame tome as I was walking home 
from the depot, so I thought I would kill my- 
self. I went into a drug store and told a littie 
young clerk who waited On me that I wanted 
some morphine for my mother. He didn’t 
want to give ittome At first, but I said my 
mother was suffering right then from 
an awful toothache and I didn’t 
want to go wsy down town where 
I always got it and wouldn’t he please give it 
to me. e did, and I hurried up to 1411 Olive. 
I told the cook who hired methe room that I 
was very tired and not to disturb me. She 
said she wouldn’t, but maybe the mistress of 
the house might want to change my room 
when she got home. Itoid her not to let the 
mistress awake me as I was very nervous 
and wanted sleep. I went 
room—this was about 8 
in the afternoon and took six capsules of the 
oisen. I went out to the bath-room to takea 
ath, but when I gottothe door I sudden! 
w bdiind. Ididn’t want to die there so 
groped my way back to my room.

SOns attended the mass meeting at Union 
Square last night and many of these were 
persons who had come out of curiosity. The 
strikers came ina body and were very quiet 
and orderly. A foree of 200 police 
was drawn ub in line epposite 
to the speakers’ stand and the usual 
strike reserves were waiting atthe station. 


Bpeeches were made by Thaddeus Wakeman 


ama Sirs. Margaret Moore. After these two 
had finished Mr. Powderly took the stand. 
He endeavored to encourage the men as much 
as possible and counteract the effect of the 
Terre Haute decision. The strongest senti- 
ments were expressed against the Pinkertons 
and the railroad company. 


PLAYED THEIR LAST CARD. 

The Knights of Labor have played their last 
Gard against the New York Central. All they 
can do now is to await the result. By to-night 
they will have called out every man who owes 
them allegiance and the strike will be enforced 
as strongly as the organization can enforce 
it, The railroad officials state that they are 
Jaughing atthe efforts of Mr. Powderly te tie 
up the road and say they are managing 
their business better than ever notwithstand- 
ing the shouting of the strikers. General 
Master Workman Powderlv and Secretary 
Hayes of the Executive Board have again 
taken up their quarters in the St. Cloud Hotel, 
and spent the morningin arranging a pro- 
gramwme for spreading the strike. Mr. Powd- 
erly was tired after his efforts on the Unien 


Square platform iast nightand did not leave. 


hisreom. Mr. Hayes came down stairs at 10 
o’ Clock to send offsome dispatches and an- 
neunced bis plan of campaign to the report- 
ers: 

**We don’t intend to extend the strike be- 
yord the New York Central Road for some 
time yet,’’ said Mr. Hayes. ‘‘All our ener- 
gies for the next few days will be devoted to 
tying up the Central. ar has been deciared, 
and there is no compromise. I think we have 
crippled the road pretty badly already, and it 
will not take much more work on our part to 
tie it up.’’ 

‘*How many men can you call out?’’ Mr. 
Hayes was asked. 

**Very few more I must admit. Most of our 
Men came out on the firstcall. There are 
some men, however, who are working in out 
of the way places, and on the tributary roads 
whom we cantake out. When they stop work 
I think we can say the Central is effectively 
tied up. We wili not call out men on other 
reads who handle New York Central freight, 
because we wight clash with the laws of this 
and otber States. But we will allow the local 
assemblies to callthem out, and we (I mean 
the Executive Board, of course) will indorse 
their action. Ithink wecan bring the freight 
traffic to a siandstill, notwithstanding the 
deciarations of Webb and Voorhees. Why, 
onlv two freight trains of thiaty cars left New 
York yesterday.’’ 

Presiaent Webb was. seen and in reply toa 
question said: ‘‘What do I think of the 
course ofthe Federation? A wise course for 
the menIsay. The leaders of the Federation 
are astute and cool-headed. Tieir action and 
subsequent statements of their course will do 
@ great deal to harmonize the relations be- 
tween employers and employes. I don’t 
mind the little things they said about myself, 
for these were said in the heat of the 
wynoment.’*’ 

' POWDEKLY DENIES BARRY’S CHARGES. 

The Zteening Sun has an interview with 
General Master Workman Powderly relative 
to the charges made by Thos. Barry in a Detroit 
special tothe morning isaue of that paper. 
In it Mr. Powderly says: ‘‘Mr. Barry is an 
unmitigated liar. Mr. Barry was him- 
self discharged from the order because 
he was crooked in money trans- 
actions and because be misappropriated 
funds. Itis a proof sufficient as to the faisity 
of assertions when it is well known that! was 
not in the Southwest during the strike of 1886. 
I do not believe he even had an offer 
of $100,000. Men like Barry usuaily are willing 
to accept money offers, and are usually pur- 
chased at their price—a drink of whisky.’’ 


The Kuights’ Organ.

‘*I¢ is because Mr. Webb knows that the 
statement be is paid to make is probably false 
that he dreads investigation, and it is be- 
causethe people recognize this that public 
opinion is so Very generaliy with us. 

‘With public opinion all things are posei- 
bie; without it little is possible, Against it 
nothing is possible. It was a Vanderbilt who 
said: ‘Public opinion be d—d.’ It is now the

ilts. 

**The decision ofthe Grand Councilof the 
Federation of Rallway Employes is most grati- 
fying and in marked contrast with the pusill- 
animous conduct of the members of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Engineers employed 
ontheroad. The Board believes thatif the 
members of the order remain true, and if they 
do their duty in upholding the general officers, 
the order is fuily abie, alone and unaided, to 
Dring this contest to a successful termination.

NOMINATIONS MADE BY THE CONVENTION 
AT SPRINGFIELD TO-DAY. 


A Streng Platform—The Seuth Carolina 
Treuble Smeethed Over by Senator 
Batler—Tillmanz Certain te He Nemi- 
nated—Uditer Redman Nomisated for 
Cengress—Aldermen in Treuble—Politi- 
cal News. 


SPRINGFIELD, O., Aug. 27.—Hon. J. Norton, 
Chairman of the State Central Committee, 
called the Democratic State Convention to 
order at 10:45 this morning. Rev. A.R. Breck- 
enridge asked a blessing on the proceedings 
and the work was begun. At this juncture a 
telegram from Gov. Uampbell was read in 
which he expressed his regret for not being 
able toleave home. The opening speech of 
Mr. Norton was in his best style and was vigor- 
ously applauded. His reference to the bal- 
lot-box conspiracy was well and enthusilastic- 
ally received, as was a casual! reference to 
Senator-elect Calvin 8. Brice, who eat in the 
rear of the stage. Atthe conclusion of Mr. 
Norton’s speech he introduced Hon. OC. W. 
Baker of Cincinnati, the temporary presid- 
ing officer of the convention. It was devel- 
eped upon a call for committee to 
report that there were no con- 
tests, and Hon. L. . fe Neal, of 


Ross and Hon. T. J. Cogan of Hamilton were 
made respectively permanent chairman and 
permanent secretary. Upon taking the gavel 
surrendered by Mr. Baker Chairman Neal 
made a speech which wag generously com- 
mended by cheers and other evidence of ap- 
proval. Hecharacterized the McKinley bill 
as the worst case of robbery on record and 
scored the federal election. bill, saying 
that it it passed it would ruin 
the peace and happiness of the 
States. Thaddeus E. Cromley of Pickaway 
Ceunty was unanimously nominated for S8ec- 
retary of State. The platform adopted de- 
mands the reduction of the tariff taxes, favors 
legisiation looking to the suppression of 
trusts,sympathizing with the laboring classes 
against monopolies and inviting them to join 
the Democratic party, favors the free 
coinage of silver, acknowledges the 
services of the soldiors of the rebellion, 
and denounces the duplicity of Republicans in 
not keeping their piedges as to pension legis- 
lation. It demandsa free balletand a fair 
count, denounces the Federal election bill 
and the despotic code of rules adopted by the 
present National House of Representatives, 
and heartily indorses the administration of 
Gov. Campbeliandthe record of the Sixty- 
ninth Generali Assembly. 

For member ofthe Board of Public Works 
four names were presented: Leopold Kiefer 
of Miami County, William Sampse of Henry 
County, Blair Haggerty of Williams County 
ey McNamara of Summit County. 

Od the Orst baliot Kiefer was nominated, re- 
ceiving 41¥ votes; Sampse,4; Haggerty, 21, and 
McNamara, 281. 

Hon. O. 8. Brice was called to the stand and 
made afew remarks indicating his apprecia- 
tion of the reception given him, and‘of bis be- 
liefin the triumph of the party in November. 
At 1:30 the convention adjourned.

island lies in its relation to the new canal 
which is to unite the North Sea and the Baltic. 
From the moment that Germany aspired to be 


@ maratime power the necessity was 
imposed upon her of maintatning 
two fleets, one in the North Sea 


and one in the Baltic. In case of war in the 
East or West these two fleets can unite 
through the canal without the danger of inter- 
ruption by Denmark or any hostile power in 
making the transit by sea. But so long as 
Heligoland was peutralthe union of the two 
German fleets could be prevented, or at least 
rendered precarious, by an enemy’s fleet 
stationed near the isiand. The possession 
and tortification of Heligoland by Germany 
renders it impossible for an enemy to prevent 
the junction. The acquisition of the island, 
therefore, means to Germany that the value 
of her navy in those eventualitios which are 
most probable, is something like doubied. 


The Yankee Got Away. 


Dicry, Nova Scotia, Aug. 27.—There was an 
exciting,though unsuccessful chase, witnessed 
in Bt. Mary’s Bay yesterday. At daylighta 
rakish-looking American seiner was noticed 
inthe bay with boats out after schooling 
mackerel.

A Buagling Execution, 


LONDON, Aug. 27.—The papers comment in- 
dignantly onthe horrible bungle which was 
made intbe hanging of the murderer Davis 
at Birmingham. The man’s windpipe was 
ruptured, and he slowly strangled to death, 
while frightful noises and contortions greeted 
the spectators. Severalof the writers sug- 
gest that ascientific inquiry should be made 
as to the best means of insuring instant death 
in cases of execution.

The Anglo-Portugal Agreement. 


Paris, Aug. 27.—The Siecle says that the 
stipulation of England in the Angio-Portugal 
agreement restraining Portugal from trans- 
ferring African territory to another power 
without England’s consent, constitutes a 
veritable protectorate over Portugal’s African 
possessions.

Lient. Iturbide'’s Punishment. 


CITY OF MEXICO, Ang. 27.—Lienut. Augustine 
Iturbide was yesterday found gutity by a 
court martial for criticising his superior offi- 
cers and sentenced to 340 days’ imprison- 
ment, to date from July 27, dismissal from 
the army and inhabilitation from holding pub- 
lic officé for a period of ten years. The case 
has attracted great interest on account of the 
high social position of the accused. Iturbide 
was the adopted heir of Maximilian to sucoeed 
to the throne of Mexico. 


Wisemann and the Missionaries. 


BERLIN, Aug. 27.—Baron Wissmann has 
issued a pamphietin which he explains that 
his attack on Protestant missionaries in East 
Africa referred mainly to English and Scotch 
missionaries, not to German missionaries. 
He complained, he says, especially of Scotch 
missionaries for acting as political agents to 
aggrandize England at the expense of Ger- 
many and Portugal. 


President Carnot to King Humbert. 


PARIS, Aug. 27.—Vice-Admiral Duperre, 
commander of the French squadron, which 
has been ordered to Spezzia for the purpose of 
saluting King Humbert of Italy, who will visit 
that place on September 21 to witness the 
launching ofan Italian ironclad, will be the 
bearer of an autograph letter from President 
Oarnot to His Majesty. 


Socialists and Police Fight. 


BERLIN, Aug. 27.—On the breaking up at 2 
o’clock on Wednesday morning of the Social- 
ist midnight meeting acollision occurred be- 
tween the police and the Socialists. In the 
conflict*which followed swords were used and 
stones were thrown. Both sides had many 
injured. The police succeeded in arresting 
the ringleaders of the riot. 


Awaiting the Verdict of History. 


BERLIN, Aug. 27.—A deputation from Heil- 
bron yesterday called upon Prince Bismarck. 
In addressing his visitors the Prince said that 
the utterance of those papers which criticised 
his conduct of affairs was mere dust. He 
waited the verdict of history, and his only 
ambition now was for a good epitaph. 


Neglected Heroes. 


LONDON, Aug. 27.—The Post ridicules the es- 
tablishment of post-mortem honors for 
Waterloo, ‘while the heroes of the Crimea are 
living in the greatest penury. It was morti- 
fying to the national pride to see during the 
recent parade of Balaklava survivors that 
some of them were clad in werkhouse uni- 
forms. :

IMPROVED BY RAIN. 


The ‘‘Farmers’ Review” on the Condition 
of the Crops. 


CHICAGO, Ill., Aug. 27.—The Farmers’ Review 
publishes the following regarding the crops: 
Encouraging reports comefrom most parts of 
Iowa, Missouri andIilinois. The drouth has 
been broken and in some places, where it bad 
been the most severe, the rainfall was very 
beavy—in Lilinois from one-half to three inches 
and at Greene, Io., 4.60 inches fell. On the 


whole it bas been rather too cool for corn 
yet, as no serious frosts have  ap- 
peared and the crop is doing very well, 
with the help of rains. Late potatoes, millet 
and grass are much improved. The pastures 
in nearly all parts look quite green again, and 
insome places, such as Northwestern Mis- 
souri, agood second crop in bay is expected. 
In each of these States there will be, it is 
thought, 75 per cent of an average corn crop 
unless damaged by an earlyfrost. Inthe lake 
region and Oentral Mississippi Valley, ac- 
cording to the Government report, the 
temperature for the week ending August 23 
was from 4 to 5 degrees below the 
normal, and in the Northwest from 
8tol2degs. Frost has appeared in Minne- 
sota, Dakota, Michigan and Northern Wis- 
consin. The thermal condition of the season 
from January l to August 23 shows an excess 
of temperature throughout all agricultural 
districts east of the Rocky Mountains, except 
from Lake Superior westwara to Montana, 
where the seasonal temperature continues 
below the normal. There has been more than 


the usual amount of: rain through- 
out the Northern States east 
of the Mississippi, and in Arkansas, 


Missouri, Tennessee, Kentucky, Virginia and 
the eastern portions of North Carolina and 
South Carolina. Generally throughout the 
Gulf States the rainfall was less than the 
normal, The rainfali for the season continues 
in excess, generally over the Lake region, 
the Ohio and Central Valleys, in the Middle 
Atlantic States and Northern New England. 
Less than 60 percent of the normal rainfall 
bas occurred in Kansas, and less than 
75 per cent is reported from North- 
ern Missouri, Southwestern Iowa, South- 
ern Dakota and on the East 
Gulf coast. Southeast New Engiand 
has also had less than 75 per cent of the nomi- 
nal rainfall. The weather during the last 
week in Minzesotaand the Dakotas was too 
cool for late crops although wheat has been 
pegrly allcut. Some flelds late sown in the 
extreme North have been injured by frost. 
Light frosts also extended over portions of 
Iowa and Michigan, but caused no material 
damage. The recent rains have greatly im- 
proved the condition of crops throughout the 
corn belt extending from Ohio westward to 
Kansas and Nebraska, and inthis section the 
condition of’'corn and potatoes is much im- 
proved, and the ground is in good condition 
for plowing. q
